Cecil’s Explanation ‘of Article xX. 
Should Have Come Before, 
Says Writer,

LONDON, June 20.—I have been at 

some pains in my previous articles to 

explain what appears to me to be-the 
drift of public opinion in the United 

States in regard to the League of Na- 

tions and to dispel the illusion which 

prevails very generally in England that 
the Democratic Party as a whole is in 
favor of the League, and the Republican 

Party as a whole is opposed to it. 

Ttis unquestionably the case that the 
Democratic Party has continued to lose 
Sround since the last. elections. went 
against them, and even stalwart Demo- 
crats expect that the next President will 

’ be a Republican. These are not matters 
with which the British are concerned, 

@€xcept in so far as they. affect the 

Chances of acceptance by the United 

States of the treaty and the covenant, 

and, so far as.I have been able to ob- 

serve, such change in political feeling 

,as has been taking place has been due 

mainly to causes quite unconnected with 

, either. 

In the time that elapsed between the 
entry of the United States into war and 
the signature of the armistice, the Ad- 
ministration was ablé to bring to fru- 
ition comparatively few of the vast 
achemes which it had inaugurated. . It is 
now known that hardly an American- 
made gun or an American-built air- 
plane was actually used in France. be- 
fore the fighting ceased, and that many 
of the Federal shipping yards had not 
become fully productive. 

There has been.a great deal of criti- 
cism of the absence of support in the 
air for the-American troops who fought 
‘their way from Verdun to Sedan in the 
battle of the Meuse. and of the Argonne, 
and much talk of defects in the admin- 
istration services behind the army dur- 
ing that battle. There is a. widespread 
feeling among the American people that 
they poured out money like water in 
order that their boys in France might 
have the best of everything, and that’ 
the boys did not get it. - 

The American public is naturally in- 
tensely proud of the achievements of its 
troops in France, but the feeling is that | 
the troops won their way through the 
German trenches by their grit, valor, 
and enterprise, and without much help 
from the Government.

charter. It was provided that nothing 
in the indorsement should ‘be construed 
as to deny the right of self-de a- 
tion to the people of Ireland. 

Toward the close of the convention's 
debate, which lasted four hours, Samuel 
Gompers, President of the federation 
and Chairman -of the International, 
Labor Commission, produced cable; 
received by him today from President 
Wilson and the American: Peace Mis- 
sion in Paris. The messages raised a 
stir in the audience. There wag an 
enthusiastic. demonstration in favor of 
the League when Mr. Gompers closed 
the debate and the question was placed 
before the delegates. The vote stood 
29,750 for and 420 against. 

Andrew Furuseth, President of the In- 
ternational Seamen's Union, locked 
horns with Mr. Gompers, opposing the 
labor charter on the ground that . it 
would write inte the law of nations the 
declaration that labor was a commod- 
ity and that it did not contain the: prin- 
cipal objects for which the American 
delegation had fought. 

Barlier in the day the convention 
adopted a committee report which de- 
manded that immediately when peace 
is signed all laws infringing om the 
rights of free speech, free assemblage, 
and free press be repealed. It was 
stated that no recommendations would 
be presented for a general pardon of all 
persons sentenced under the Espionage 
act or “in connection with industrial 
crimes.’” The reports said that there, 
were instances where pardons were war- 
ranted and many cases where sentences 
imposed were fully justified. 

Last Monday when it appeared that 
there would be objection to approval of 
the League of Nations and the labor

Heins Cenfessed to German Ownership. 
Mr. Palmer testified that Heins, during 
a dramatic scene in the office of the 
Alien Property Custodian in April, 1918, 
had broken down and wept for ten min- 
utes, and then confessed that he, as a 
“ dummy’ Director, held stock for 
Robert Bosch of Stuttgart, Germany, 
who was the real owner of the concern. 

The charges by Mr. Andrews and Mr. 
Lewis that the stock of the concern was 
sold at a price which made it possible 
for. the buyers to reap huge profits 
brought a sharp rejoinder from Mr. 
Palmer. 

“* This sale was passed on, and every

Under Senate Plan. 


NWASHINGTON, June 20.—Prospects 
_ are now brighter for larger ® ria- 
tions for military and naval aviation for 
the fiscal year 1920, which opens on 
July 1, as a result of the firm stand 
which members of the Senate Military 
and Naval Committees have taken in 
favor of increasifg. the amounts ‘em- 
braced in the United Service appropria- 
tion bills’ as passed by the House of 
Representatives. 

The Senate Navel Committee tdday de- 
cided to grant Secretary Daniels the full 
amount he is now asking for naval avia- 
tion tests and development, or $35,000,- 
900. . This is. $20,000,000. more than is car- 
ried for aviation im: the Naval Appropri- 
ation bill as passed.by the House last 
week. ; 


A sub-committee of thé Senate Military 
Committee, to which that part of the 
Army Appropriation bill dealing with 
aviation was submitted, has recommend- 
ed to ‘the. full Military Commilttee that 
$55,000,000 be appropriated for army avi- 
ation for 1920. This is $40,000,000 more 
than was allowed for military aviation 
in the Army Appropriation bill as passed 
by the House. There is every prospect 
that the full Senate’ Military Committée 
will approve the action of its sub-com- 
mittee. 

Unless, these figures are changed, the 
two committees will urge the Senate. to 
grant a total of $90,000,000 for military 
and naval aviation, or $60,000,000 more 
than was granted by the House when it 
passed bills which proposed to cut each 
branch of the service down to $15,000,000 
for aviation. 

Members of the . Senate Committees 
will.make an effort to persuade the Sen- 
ate to accept these figures, and there is 
every prospect that the Senate will en- 
dorse the r ndations. “If the 
House does not recede from its position 
in favor of only $15,000,000 for each 
service the differences between the two 
branches of Congress must be adjusted 
im conference. 

It is believed that members of the 
House generally feel now that a mistake 
was made when the navy was cut down 


to $15,000,000 for aviation, and bg 
army to a like amount. The Gen 
Board of the navy recommended $ o. 

0 for naval aviation. The navy 
would be very glad to have this amount, 
and Secretary Daniels has been advined 
by his expert that it could all be 
to a good use. But In. view of the is. 
inclination in Congress to grant that 
amount, Secretary Daniels asked for a 
minimum of $36,000,000, 

When he was heard before the Senate 
Naval Committee yesterday in-advocacy 
of granting $36,000,000 for naval avia- 
tion, Secretary Daniels was asked by 
Chairman Page whether he would be 
willing to take $35,000,000 instead of 
$36,000,000. 


Secretary Daniels replied with a 
smile, <‘‘ at’s a million between 
friends?’’ and accepted the figure of 
$35,000,000 suggested by Chairman Page. 

Today the committee decided to grant 
that amount. This will be the largest 
increase carried by the bill over the 
House bill ‘when reported to the’ Senate.

With many interesting pictures illus- 
trating its work the annual report of 
the New York League for Animals has 
made its’ appearance and in it Mrs.

After com- 
menting upon the end of the war, Mrs)

full activities and to increase our work

difficulty...
